Tun Prays Reclamation Bill, after passing 
through four oditiona, aa at last been 
adopted by the Council. ‘Nearly all tho 
unofficial wembera boing directly interest- 
ed in the reclamation, there was no real 
attempt made to criticize its provisions, and 
tho various improvements that have beep 
mado have been mainly the result of out- 
side eriticiam. That the ordinance is atill 
far from being in 4 satisfactory stato, we 
need scarcaly say. It wos described by & 
Joading legal authority in the Colony a4 the 
must seandalous piece of work ever done 
in this Culeny, and the few changes thet 
have heen made do notoffect in the main 
‘ this opinion, The only consolation one has 
is that the most objectionable clauses will be 
wholly inoperative. - Tho Governor himeclf 
has been brought to admit that they are mere 
Jegal (we should say il}egal) palaver. The 
rights of marine lot-ownere to the easoments 
granted them by their leases cannot be 
absolntely extinguished and datermincad by 
a local ordinance, and the final arbiter af 
théao rights is not His Excellency the Go- 
vernur but the Supreme Court or the Privy 
Council. The Governor has admitted that 
the power of dealing with the claima of 
diasentients at bis absoluto discrotion is 
unonviable, but it ia not only so, it is 
illegal aud unjust ; and were it not that His 
Excellency had so completely surrendered 
himself into the hands of Mr Price, the 
architect of this precious measure, ho would 
have withdrawn at once from. the false posi- 
tion ho wus placed in, Mr Prico’s object in 
inserting. such o clayae ja ‘manifest; it 
is in keeping with the whole tenor 
ot his procedure. He wished to stifle 
opposition by coercion and threats, and 
hho thought the bost way of doing 80 
was to annihilate all claims by o drastic 
ordinance, Sending the measure Home 
before introducing it into the Council— 
which one is tempted to describe asa clever 
*dodge’ to shift tho responsibility on the 
Secretary of Stote—did not give themessure 
a higher standing thio any of the other 
measured that are laid before the Council;

glance at the Bill, and the way that the

with venomous insects. 

The oxpotition was alricken with fevor 
aud famine, and on emorging from the 
forest and jungle in gras plains and more 
upen country, they buhared as if they were 
mad with joy, The expedition lived on 
fungi and nus, aud wer reduced to mere 
akeietons, many being quite naked. Their 
rinkg were terribly thinned by numerous 
deaths and desertions, Nearly all tho 
Arubs whe jvined at the outset, left Stanley 
|-whon the difficult country was mét with, 

Between Ituri and Lake Albert Nyanza, 
there was incessant fighting between Stan. 
ley's forces aud the hozstily native tribes. 
The land wag found to be a bortible wild. 
einess antil lowiri was reached, where 
supplies were abundant, 

After suffering inten privations and 
hardehips Stanley reached Wadelui and 
found Emin well. He romaived with Emin 
26 days, and left again on Jun» 1G on the 
return journey for the camp, which he left 
onthe Aruwhimi. Sixty days luter b- fell 
in with 4 miserable romount of Major 
Bartellot’s expedition. 

Stanley found the rearguard of his ox- 
pedition a terrific wretk. Two hundred 
had perished, and the survivors were so 
tedneed by starvation tlt they were mero 
acarecrows. They had ¢ndured incredible 
miseries. 

When Stanley met Emin be urged him 
toleave Wadelai, and make for the coast, 
but Emin doubting the possibility of ro- 
moving ten thousand men, women, and 
children without great sacrifice of life, de-

THE CALAMITY AT SAMOA. 


THE ‘ CAMLIOVE’ SAVED BY SKILFUL 
HANDLING 


FULL DETAILS. 

Tho Samoan correspondent vf the Syd- 
ney Morwing Herald writes :—It was fully 
hoped, after the rather stiff gale of a short 
time ago which wrecked the schooner Ma- 
huntic and barquontine Constitution, that 
Samoa_ was gving to pass through the 
dreaded hurricane season of 1889 without 
any furtherdamage. This hurricane sea- 
son, which may be said to comprise the 
months of December, January, February, 
and March, is always a period mach feared 
by all residents, and more especially by 
ship-ownersin these parts. In 1882 the 
last serious hurricane was experionced in 
Samoa, when the whule of (he ships in 
harbour, some nine in all, were wrecked, 
tho only oxception being a small cutter, 
From the formation of the harbour, or 
more properly speaking, roadstead, a atiff 
gale frow the weat is always tv be feared. 
The Grst 2} months uf the present hurricane 
season passed off quietly, the weather being 
mach finer than is usuall. the case at this 
season of the year. It almost appears as if 
the elenrenta wore reserving thummsolves for 
the aj palling disaster of last Suturday. On 
last Friday, March 16, it was noticed that a 
stiff gale was blowing from the north and 
that the barometer was falling slightly. 
About 1 o’clock the barometer had fallen to 
28.95, and it was seen that the men-of-war 
were taking down their yards and 
making everything as snug as possible. 
About this time the breeze entire 
ly. die away and -the sca became -as 
calm as amilipond, nota ripple being visible. 
This, it seems, was only the precarsor of 
what was to follow. About half-past 3 it 
commenced to blow rather hard, but stopp- 
ed again about 5, when the glass began to 
tise. The men-of-war were all under full 
steam, to assist in maintaining their an- 
chorago. Aitordark the glass again fell, 
and the wind shifted to the westward and 
continued to increase during the night. 
Towards morning it could bo seen that some 
of the men-vf-war were in trouble. About 
half-past G, just as day was breaking, the 
German guntoat ber was soen to atrike 
the reef. She must have struck with con. 
siderable forse, ag in less than 20 minutes 
she suk, scarcely a vestige of her being 
visible, Soma of her officers and orew 
jumped for the reaf and endeavoured to 
teach the shore, but ouly five were suc. 
cessful, the remainder of the crew—72 in 
allzbeing drowned. Those who reachod 
the'sburg, ator a terrible stragyls, were 
Ligutengnt Goldecker. stearamon-Jearaurtz, 
and weamen Steim, Giel, and Erhart; five 
of ber’ crew wers on duty on shore, ao 
fortunately avoided the perils, Their 
names are—Carpenter’s mata Bassendrow- 
ski, seaman Brost, and firemen Henkets, 
Boltan, aad Thicle. 

About halt-past 6 o'clock the Adler, which 
had been dragging from her anchorage, 
struck the ruef somewhat nearsr the west- 
ward. A sos lifted her completely on the 
reef, where she now lies, at low water 
almost high and dry. She immediately 
capsized. Fortunately her masts fell to- 
wards the beach, which most of her crew 
reached, although some clung te her and 
Way nut taken off antil nearly noon on the 

th.

and sll, her bouts except two, sho bas sus- 
tained no serious injury, vo faras is known, 

The next ta get into trouble wes. the U. 
8. warship Vandalia; which vesse! left her 
anchorage and stsrted on her errand of 
destruction stout 11 o'clock. For a long 
time she withstood the gale and heavy sea, 
ut at last was forced to succumb, She 
atcuck the if when endeavouring to reach

the sandy beach and in a ‘shot time 
afterwards sank, her officers and crew 
Olamboring up tho rigging. Perhaps this 
was ono of. the most appalling sights of the 
whole affair ;-to seo over 200 men, not 
much more than astonw’s throw. fim tho 
shoré,and not te be able to rendur any 
assistance, Her captain wag strupk by a 
Gatling gun, which broken loom, and 
he was immediately washed overtumrd and 
drowned. Threa mora: of her officers, 
Paymater Arms, Pay Clerk Rothe aid 
Lientenint-marine Sutton were aso lost 
and 38men. The Trenton and Oly wore 
now alone left. Tho former.appored to 
be perfectly safe, whilo the latter, which 
had now more searoom, was duing protty 
well About 3 p.m the Trent m was acen 
coming towards tho reef, and. tluse on 
sliore were surprisd to see that sha did 
not appear to be steaming. It turned 
out that ono of her chains had parted, and 
that the sea running in through the hawse- 
hole hnd ex‘inguiahed her fires. While 
drifting towards the heach she collided 
with the Olga when both ve-sela sustained 
considerable damago, The Olga was thon 
ran ashore on the sundy beach, while the 
Trenton. etrack the reef alingsido the 
Panialia, where rhe now lica a complete 
wreck, bating sotthd down She last ono 
of hormen, who was killed by an accident. 
No lives wore last on the Olga, 

During Saturday night the Vandalia 
broko up, but the most of thase oy. board 
tnanaged to reach the Trenton, which had 
moved closer to whure the Vandalia went 
down, Had the Trenfoa broken up the 
loss of life must-have been frightful, as she 
had 430 men on board. The whelo of tho 
officors and crews of the American. warships 
are on sbore in the British and Amerjcun 
portion of the town, 2 . 

Tho sce of desolution presented ou 
Sunday merning ne something never to 
be forgotton, Wreckage of all descriptions 
waa atrewn along the beach, whilet at short 
intervals a body would be washed orcarricd 
ashore by the natives. About 500 Sumoana 
were present, and lod by Samanataia and 
Selu tendered great service. They saved 
the lives of many, and E am pleused to say 
made no distinction in regard to nationality. 
They tendered the utmost sasiatince in 
their ;ower to beth Americans and Ger- 
mans. 

The Calliope returned to Apia, to the 
great delight of all here, who feared that 
she had been lustin the hurricane which 
wrecked all the other vessels, She leaves 
for Sydney on the 2ist. "Phe fuct of so 
many more mouths to fll in the persons of 
the shipwrecked wen-of-war crews, who 
nant of necessity roma here for at least 
two months, added te the destruction of all 
native food, threatens to create a famine 
here shortly. It isto be hoped a poatilencs 
will not break out. Many of the sailors 
are injured by accidents during the gale, 
and many more are down with {ropical 
complints. Some idea of the force of tho 
gale and sea may he gathered from the fact 
that the U. 8. Vandalia, at ordinary times, 


with four boilers and a pressure of 401b., | 


could steam nine knota, On the duy of the 
storm ehe had seven boilers going and a 
pressure of 70!b., but could not face it. 


There is not thoslightest chance of eithor 
the Olga or Nipsic being got af, with 
the limited appliances available boro The 
total wrecks are as follows ;—Gormen war- 
ubipsElerund -tdler, United Statesdagship 
Trenwn and corvette Vandalia, while 
the Olga (German), and Nipsic (Cuited 
States), ace on shore, with scarcdy any 
chance uf being gotoff The other vessuls 
lost aro the German barque Peter Goleff oy, 
462 tons ; Danish barquentine.: Agir, 299 
tons ; British schooner Lily, 44 tons; Ger- 
man catter Fituan, 19 tons; and Miki- 
mooro,29 tons. ‘The following are shore ; 
—Germail schooners Upulu, G3 :tons; Utu- 
mepu, 12 tous; Gorman cutter Vartele, 16 
tons ; aud the British“ schooner Tufua, 25 
tons, These were all lost early ‘in the 
atorm.. Considerable damage has beat 
done onshore, 


Another account says:—The list. of 
casualties is long andsad.. The capluiu of 
the Vandalia went down with tlrev of his 
officers and 33° men, 
captain aud all her officers but one, together 
with 7) men, Sixof the Mipsic’s mu were 
drowned, and from the Adler 14 officers 
and mea, thus bringing up the totalaumber 
who porished in that storm to 150. All the 
merchant vessels in the harbour wersdriven 
ashore, but from theso a single lifa only— 
that of a visitor named Ormsby—appears to 
have been lost, Mr Ormsby was on board

STATEMENT BY THE GAPTAIN OF THE 
* CALLIOPE.” 

Wo take the following extracts from the 
report of an interview with Captain Kane 
of the Calliope, which arrived in Sydney on 
the Sth instant :—Thera were two courses 
open to him (Gaptain Kane)—to slip the 
Gableaaud go straight out—risking ail the 
chances of the machinery breaking down, 
the engines .net. being atroag enogh to 
drive the ship through the soa, and the rud- 
der giving way—~or to beach her in asandy 
plice, similar to the position of the Vlga, 
wherathey could lio in comparative safety 
as regarded the lives of all on beard, al- 
though not security for the ship. If the 
Olga. is got off she must bo found -to be con:

STORIRS OF THE GAMBLERS. 

I hava spent three days of this week at 
Monte Carlo watching the quoor crowd 
which awarms thore for sunlight and gain- 
bling. The interosting things seen and 
heard about wore too numorous to tell ina 
few lines of cabling, A friend of mine who 
lunohed at the palace with tho sister of the 
Princo of Monaco assured me that. there ia 
really: somo serious foundation for the 
rumors sa to the Pope’s intontian to make 
the principality hia residence, Tho matter 
has been seriously discussod, and there is a 
rival in the field, the Duke of Lichtonstoin, 
who would like to aell his duchy. The 
idea of buying Monaco dow not soem such 
abadone. The Pope would be absolutely 
independent, ha would have a place large 
enough for every purpose, and would doa 

. moat excellent deed from the point of view 
of the Ohurch by doing away with the 
gambling-house.
